We published on Friday the written con- 
fession of thig unfortanate man. Since 
then another has been detailed to us, which 
to some or all of our rea.era will seem 
more trutbfal, in at least one partieular— 
tbe act of hilling. 

Tle particulars which we propose to nar- 
rate were given- verbally to one who bad be- 

~ friended Watters in bis last days. He told 
his story as follows, on Thursday, the day 
before his execution, with the assurance

The first night after their departure, they 
had some conversation about a certain 
claim near Fahay's, which Watters repre- 
serted that he bad tahen up, and which 
Freeman wished to putchase or hold.

“down to sleep, Watters pondered it over, 
thonght of his family, and the p.tiable wages 
for which he was working—the coming 
winter and his discouraging prospects, and 
then and there determined to hull’ Freemau 
the next day. The next day his conraye 
failed him on one or two occasions, when 
he had determined to commit the deed — 
Thursday night they staid at Fahays, and 
the neat morning started up the river a 
couple of miles to cross over, and when drt

MEd gling, and he struck him again on the side 


of the head. Thé wounded man then turn 
ed over ou his tace and continued to groan 
pitifully. 

Watters seized the gun which lay in the 
wagon, but it was not loaded. He hastily 
turned outa charge of powder, but ın pour- 
ing it into the gun spilled a part of it, so 
that the load was very hght. He put in 
Jour buck shot, and on top a wad—capped 
the gun—placed the muzzle to the back of 
Freeman's head ashe lay face downward in 
the wagon, and fired. The wounded man 
was not dead when he fired, but was still 
groaning and struggling. The shot killed 
him instantly After that the statement 
differed but little from bis written contess-
